Paper Chief 
Sees No End 
To Shortage 


Scarcity of new sprint on the 
Pacific coast with a resultant loss 
in thousands of dollars daily in 
advertising revenue to new spa­ 
pers, is expected to continue for 
a long time. 
This was the expressed opinion 
of Richard A. McDonald, execu­ 
tive vice-president of the Crown 
Zellerbach Paper Company, west 
coast m am m oth paper m anufac­ 
turing concern, vacationing with 
his wife for the fourth season at 
the Desert Inn. 


¡VIcDONALD blam ed the unpre­ 
cedented 
population growth of 
Pacific coast states for the situa­ 
tion and the com m ensurate in­ 
crease in the num ber of newspa­ 
per readers. 
By the w ay of comparison, he 
pointed out that the dem and for 
new sprint in the m idwest and 
eastern regions of the country 
would be m et in a com paratively 
short time. 


THE LOSS of sufficient paper, 
McDonald 
s a i d , 
continues 
to 
plague 
the 
advertising 
depart­ 
m ents of new spaper publications. 
“In Los Angeles alone,” de­ 
clared McDonald, “new spapers in 
that city are turning aw ay from 
$50,000 to $75,000 a week in ad­ 
vertising revenue because of the 
lack of space. The sam e is true in 
other m etropolitan areas of the 
Pacific coast,” he added. 


TALK 
OF BUILDING paper 
m ills in A laska to relieve the situ­ 
ation is not a solution of the im­ 
m ediate future. McDonald said. 
As a m atter of fact he was of the 
opinion that a paper mill in Alas­ 
ka would never help the situation 
here. 
"Rem em ber,” he said, “it costs 
m illions to build a paper mill. A 
300-ton 
daily 
plant 
production 
would entail an outlay of $21,000,­ 
000.” 
McDonald is no stranger to the 
paper m anufacturing business. In 
1920 w ithout any know ledge of 
the paper business he operated 
the W estern Wax P ap er company. 


LATER he was to sell his first 
paper business to th e Zellerbach 
concern for which 
he is now 
w orking as its executive vice­ 
president. 
Listening 
to 
M cDonald 
talk 
about the paper business one is 
deeply impressed w ith the vast­ 
ness and rom ance of th e industry. 
“I ts just like the newspaper 
publishing business,” he smiled. 
"You know that your production 
today will be consumed by tom or­ 
row .”

REVIVAL OF CONFIDENCE in both the Palm Springs City Council 
and the Chamber of Commerce is needed to m eet th e m any problem s 
facing this rapidly growing city. There has been some dissatisfac­ 
tion w ith both, and this situation has m itigated against th e general 
good of the community. 
A combination of circum stances, has 
brought this about. Reviewing them would not help much. The 
people themselves are as m uch to blam e as those to whom they 
delegated authority. 
We point to these two groups because it is upon them th at W’e 
m ust depend for a constructive program for future developm ent of 
Palm Springs. The Cham ber of Comm erce is already undergoing 
some changes in leadership, and the voters will send some new 
representatives to the City Council next month. 
These changes will not be sufficient in them selves. O ur people 
m ust take a more active interest in civic affairs—m ust actually have 
a p art in them. The council and cham ber directors need assistance, 
not criticism. So let’s make up our m inds right now th at w e w ill 
get in and help. The result will be a revitalized com m unity, p re ­ 
pared to m eet and solve the problems th a t face us. 


CONGRATULATIONS TO ALL who w orked on com m ittees and 
took part in the 1948 Desert Circus Week. It was a big success—in 
all but one respect. The earlier date, in the opinion of a great 
m any people, was a m istake.

OF LOCAL INTEREST at the 
Museum now is the tem porary 
loan of three prize-w inning Ca- 
huilla Indian baskets by R. B. 
Cregar, operator of the Palm Can­ 
yon T rading Post on the bench 
overlooking

canyon. 
The 
largest of these is a beautiful ex ­ 
am ple of this native craftsm an­ 
ship, and won several individual 
prizes as well as the sweepstakes 
in a contest held several years 
ago. This particular basket, which 
m easures about 14 inches across 
and about a foot in height, is dec­ 
orated w ith a design in black 
show ing a hunter with bow and 
arrow stalking a large jackrabbit, 
and supplem ented w ith a b u tter­ 
fly design. It was m ade by A u­ 
gustine Loomis who is known for 
the ingenious m ethod by which 
she m ade the rim s to her baskets, 
a m ethod w hich is not used by 
anyone else locally. One other ex­ 
am ple of her work, loaned by Mr. 
Cregar, is a small basket orna­ 
m ented again w ith the butterfly 
design and a dog-like figure— 
both executed in brown. This 
particular basket is unique in 
that it has a tight-fitting lid to it. 
Very 
few 
baskets 
w ere 
thus 
equipped. The third basket was 
m ade by 
C andalaria Sobol of 
Morongo and depicts tw o eagles 
and two deer designs executed in 
black. These three baskets now 
m ake a total of eleven Cahuilla 
baskets on display at the Mu­ 
seum. 
Added to the local historical 
lore last week is an interesting 
m etal candle lantern, form erly 
used by the late desert author. J. 
Sm eaton Chase. This sim ple but 
effective lantern was donated to 
the museum by his widow, Mrs.

added to the gradually growing 
collection of P alm Springsiana to 
supplem ent the m any old photo­ 
graphs that the M useum has been 
collecting for its archives.

ADDED to th e live anim al ex­ 
hibit was a large gopher snake 
captured by Mr. and Mrs. O. J. 
O’Dell. Gopher snakes, often call­ 
ed bull snakes in the East, are 
perfectly harm less and are ex­ 
trem ely 
beneficial 
to 
farm ers, 
since their principal item of diet 
consists of rodents: ground squir­ 
rels, rats, and mice. 
Since the 
gopher snake has no poison w ith 
which to capture its prey, and 
since it can not move rapidly as 
the red racer can. to “run down" 
its prey, the gopher snake has to 
seek out its food in its burrows. 
This it does by craw ling down in­ 
to the various tunnels you so of­ 
ten see on the desert floor, and 
when it corners one or m ore of 
the burrow ’s occupants it grabs 
the rodent, throw s its coils about 
it, and constricts against the side 
of the tunnels. It, therefore, kills 
its prey not actually by crushing, 
w hich is the popular conception, 
but by restricting its breathing so 
that 
in 
effect 
the 
gopher 
or 
ground squirrel suffocates. Then 
the inert form is either rem oved 
above ground or sw allowed at the 
point w here taken. One gopher 
snake can effectively rid an acre 
of rodent-infested land in a rela­ 
tively short tim e: therefore, these 
snakes should be protected and 
should never be killed. Sim ply re ­ 
m em ber that the only poisonous 
snake in Southern California is 
the rattlesnake (the sidew inder is 
m erely a special type of rattler) 
and all rattlesnakes can be read i­ 
ly identified by the presence of 
rattles on the end of their tale.
